SPACING 


All trees and shrubs planted in the shelter belt should be staggered 
to fill up the gaps and thereby to more effectively check the wind. 
The spacing between the rows is shown in the plan above. The dis- 
tances may be extended by 2 to 4 feet in the main windbreaks (rows 
3 to 10) if space is available. The trees or shrubs used in the snow 
catch (rows 1 and 2) should be planted 4 feet apart in the row; all 
other trees should be planted 6 feet apart in the row. The trees in 
rows 3 and 5 may be cut for fuel or posts whenever they begin to 
crowd the more hardy, long-lived trees in rows 4 and 6.
